behind- the-soerae instigator of this split* Such activity follows the usual 
pattern.

After Subject’s capture he was taken to the headquarters in Tartu located 
on the corner of Saeveski and Tache Streets. Interrogations were conducted 
in Russian through an interpreter for a period of 2-5 hours. Subject was 
questioned on personal data, technical details, the strength and arms of. ^ 
the 20th Division and the names of the higher ranking ' of fleers . Subject A 
admitted to being of Estonian origin. ® 


Subject docs not remember names of anyone during this period. He was 
interrogated by a captain and two lieutenants of the Soviet Army. 

Subject was sent to the assembly point for P0Y7s located in Ropka six 
or seven kilometers from Tartu. .'here were about 700 Germans and 50 
Estonians. (Subject remembers one Endel KULJUS, ICreia Harjujmaa) . After 
two or three days all prisoners were transferred via Voru to Petseri 1 

(about 90-100 km). Since subject was in a. weakened condition, he v/as 
carriea by his comrades as far as Voru and later transferred to a horse 1 
drawn cart. I

In Petseri (southeast of Estonia) the prisoners were sent to a transient 1 
camp located circa 4-5 km from Petseri. The exact name and location of 1 
this camp is unknown to subject. After about seven or eight days at J 

this place the prisoners totalled lpOO men--subject doesn’t remember ■ 

any of their nanes--all of whom 7 . ere loaded on a ‘train and after f 

travelling for 1£ days the transport of prisoners arrived in Leningrad. 
This was mid-September 1944* ufficers vrerc separated from enlisted men 
and sent to another camp near koscorr. During the trip the officers (the 
were only 4 ) were escorted by one sergeant and 2 sentinels, and were 
detained in a separate train compartment apart from civilian travellers. 1

Subject hid his Soldbuch, pocket rr.ap,/EK II -under a tree near Laitikuela 
(a village) in Estonia. 

In the canp near I.Ioscow there were .about k: , uOO Cermans, 14 Finns, 

1 Lithuanians, a few Hungarians and one Estonian. Subject does not recall 
the name or number of that camp, all he knows is that the camp is located 
near a former monastery and that in the vicinity are a large number of 
barracks . 

Subject suffered some afteraffects of the air bomb explosion (first para 
above) and remained in this camp until December 1944* 
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When subject was asked by us the nones of other prisoners with whom 
he was interned, he maintained he could not remember* 

In the monastery the beds were 4-5 tiers and in the barracks only 2 tier 
beds. 

The prisoners were not required to work but had to participate in the 
polioe-call for the camp area.- The Finnish prisoners worked voluntarily 
in tho sawmill. 

Subject and the Lithuanian prisoner were interrogated 2-3 times in the 
camp. The interrogator was an older (50 years) Russian, wearing glasses 
with metal frames, circa 175 cm tall, moustach, very, little hair and 
in military uniform without seaulettes. Interrogations were conducted 
in the office of the camp and the questions dealt with subjeot's time 
in the SS. . 

"Bewegung freies Deutschland 11 was working among the Germans. (Subject 
never heard of "Antifa" )♦ BfD carried out the investigations with the 
Germans. Other nationalities were not interrogated* 

In the course of Subject's internment at the camp, 4 Latvian officers-- 
1 colonel and 3 of lower rank — arrived. Subject does not remember the 
names. 

Near Moscow (a 3-4 hour trip by train; a Roumanian officers camp is 
located. The camp is in very good condition and the barracks are built 
part way into the ground. 

i 

Before Christmas 19A* " : hc- 6 Balts and 30 Hungarian officers, escorted 
by 6 sentinels were transported by truck to the Roumanian officers camp. 
Subject stayed at this .ca*op over Christmas and after the holidays 
all the Balts were tronsf* rred to^Kizel in the Ural Mountains. This trip 
took 3-4 days by carriage and they were escorted by 3 sentinels. Kisel 
is a large coal mining town. First they were placed in a transient 
camp where there were about 600 other prisoners — Russian political 
prisoners, members of Vlas sov Army, some Latvians and a Lithuanian. 

The Lithuanian was one Napoleonis CERNIUS, born circa 1920 , who was 
the son of the former chief of the Lithuanian General Staff. CERNIUS 
was a second lieutenant. The work at this camp was done in three shifts. 
Subject worked in a brigade of 20 men who loaded and unloaded the 
incoming wood and other materials. The area of the mine in which subject 
worked had a diameter of 300-400 meters. 
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At tho beginning of March 1945 Subject escaped from POW camp and attempted 
to get back to Estonia. Subject originally planned to flee- with CERNIUS 
but CERNIUS could not go because of badly swollen legs. 

Of the 600 men who were interned with Subject 500 had died by March 1945. 
Thore was a constant flow of new prisoners into the camp during Subject's 
internment. v 
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At the beginning of March 1945 during a bad snow storm when visibility 
was bad and with the aid of CERNIUS, Subject nade his escape from the 
camp. Subject was wearing & Kusoian.type keroey-lined jacket and 
trousers ,v felt shoes . For food he had 2 .pieces of bread (ca 400 grams) 
and 10 boiled potatoes* Because of the weather train movements were 
temporarily stopped. The mines are about 4-5 km from KIzel. Subject 
hid in the forest, about 2-3 km from camp, for l£ days until the 
resumption of train traffic at which’ time Subject, hid in a coal train 
and concealed himself under the coals. The train personnel consisted 
of J persons . After a 2 day trip, .the train arrived in a town called 
Molotow. . „ 

Half frozen subject left the train and walked along the tracks. He had 
no documentation. Re spent a few days sleeping in waiting rooms and 
stealing food to keep alive. In mid-April 1945 in a small town between 
Volkhov -and Leningrad’ subject was caught stealing a loaf of bread 
from a truck while workers were unloading to a warehouse. Subject was’ 
apprehended, taken to a military command and questioned. At this 
inquisition subject gave his name aa II E IN and not HEINE, and ^claimed he 
was an Estonian soldier on his way toUstonTa. Subject was caned "by * 


two sergeants in the presence of an officer. The interrogations were 
conducted in Russian with an interpreter who was of ’Finnish origin from 
Ingeriland. At this internment point the food was good, probably from 
the military kitchen. After two days here, subject was transferred to a 
FOy/ camp located in a bombed factory area somewhere between Leningrad 
and Moscow, circa 10-13 kfl from Leningrad. There were about 20 
different buildings in this compound and the PO* camp was located on the 
3rd floor of a factory building. In this factory building the prisoners 
performed such jobs ae installing air-compressors (Swedish made), cleaning 
and repairing the buildings of the factory, and some P0i7s nade aluminium 
kitchen ware. A demontaged factory from Germany arrived and was 
reconstructed in this area. All together there were about 3*000-4,000 
POWs in this camp. Subject does not remember the name of the factory 
area in which the camp was located. Another Estonian, name unknown ' 
to subject, arrived at this camp. This Estonian was - a blacksmith . * 

with the 1st Battalion of the 20 SS Division. 

At the end of December 1945 Subject was- transferred with 300-400 other 
Estonians to Port of Beckeri in Tallinn/Estonia, where he remained until 1 
June 194^. The camp was located on the seashore near Tallin-Kopli . 


Subject remembers the following Estonian prisoners interned at this camp: 

1 . AjURS, Richard, b orn in Tart u, at present in Vorkuta or Narilski. JURS 

was a sdTTool friend"*"of Subject. Y7ife f s name is Erika, blond 
hair. Possibly in Germany. 

(interrogators Note: There wa3 a dentist (Estonian) serving with the 
US Air Force in Hahn, Germany, later stationed in Fuers tenf eldbr , 
whose name was JURS, born in Tartu/Estonia. Possibly a brother of 
Richard JURS.) 

2. ^UUDEKULL (?), Endel, born in Jaervamaa 
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3, I^Lti Helmet, ?? from' Tartu . 

There were about 400-500 prisoners in the camp in Bockeri. The carap 
was guarded by Estonian soldiers from the Red Army. Subject does not 
remember any of the guards, names . The sentinels were kind and lenient- 
The prisoners* families v/ere permitted to visit and also send parcels ! 

which were at times strictly examined* The food at this camp was better 
than the food subject had received in the Russian POW camp. Subject’ 
was. employod unloading sand and gravel trucks' for a port' bridge construction 
near the camp- His' friend- Endel UUDELKUELL was working in the saw mill 
outside of the camp- Some of the prisoners were permitted time off during, 
the evening to go to town 3t which time they could wear civilian clothing 
but in the camps they had^to wear the uniforms issued by the Red Army. 

On 28 or 29 July. 1946 subject and Endel UUDELKUELL fled from the camp in 
Beckori. Subject *s reason for escape is that since the prisoners had a 
good relationship with the populace of the city the Russians started 
new investigations and subject was afraid that his idenity might be / 

found out even though he was regi stered as Erik HEIN and not as, 

E rik HEINE . Endol UUDEJCUELL was "'Id.HnBriy an oi'"1he Political 

Police in Rakvere. UUdekuell ‘received a parcel with civilian clothing 

which he used for his escape and Subject stole civilian clothing from 

Lt, lielmet. Later Subject wrote a letter of apology to Lt. Helmet for 

the theft. 1 , 

One day Subject went v/ith the crew to the saw mill and took with him j 

the stolen civilian clothing- In a concealed portion in the saw mill * 

the two men changed’ into the civilian clothing and went to the ^ 

seashore to Tallin. The saw mill was not closely guarded but had E 

only moving patrols so escaping was not too difficult* When thetwo Ji 

men arrived at the main station of Tallinn (called: Balti jaam), an 
aunt of UUBELKUELL was there with two train tickets to Rakke/Est# 

This aunt resided in Tallinn-Kopli , exact address and the name are unknown 
to subject, although subject claims visiting her one or two times later# 

The two men boarded a train headed south before noon and before sunset 

of the same day they disembarked in Vaegeva. Thi9 wae on the last 

day of July. For some unknown reason to subject, the train was not 1 

checked. This was very much out of the ordinary. 






The men were not documented. In the vicinity of the railroad Rakke 
Vaegeva was a farm that was owned by one OEUNAP (Hot positive of spelling) 
who was obviously prepared for thin visit of the two men by UHDEKUELA 1 s 
aunt during her visits to Beckeri canp. The two men spent about 2-3 
days at the farm and departed in the direction of Tamsalu. From 
Tamsalu the two went to a village called Uudelcueia where Endel 
UUDEKUELA's uncle lived also named . UUDEKUELL. 

In Tamsalu Subject became acquainted with a girl one Rosa^OLUP who was 
also known to Endel UUDEKUELL. She was employed as a switchboard operator 
in Tamsalu. • Subject corresponded with OLUP end has kept this correspondence 
until the present * — s } ^ 
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Kosa OLUP through her employment as a sv7itchboard operator was able to 
monitor conversations between cortain NKVD officials and several timoe 
v/arnod Estonian Partisans before Razzias (possibly raids). 

\7hile subject was in Potraa and Puykova, he allegedly had a s/w commo 
setup with Ro3a OLUP. Subject would take a sheet of white paper which 
he submerged in cold water and while stiil wet put it on a desk or 
desk glass. On tho’wet paper he would place a sheet of dry paper and 
with a gray pencil he ?fould write his secret message. When the wet 
paper was dry again he pressed the indented letters back so that the 
paper was again smooth and write another letter in ink on that now 
dry paper. When OLUP received the letter she put the paper in water again 
and held it against a window which enabled her to road the secret letter. 

The letters were addressed to Hosa OLUP under the name: Erika KUUSIK, S 5 
Tarnsalu/Est . Subject explained that all the personnel of the post 
office knew that the letters coming in for KUUSIK wore intended for 
OLUP. 


UUBEKUELA 1 s uncle T s farm was maintained by the wife since the sons were 
living as. Partisans in the forest, The sons had a bunker about 500 met 
from the farm in which they slept and secretly during the night they 
would assist on the farm.

1. Artur UUBEKUELL ( 1900 ) . lived in 1950 as a Partisan 

2. ???? UUBEKUELL (1918), left for hivioeli in 1948 - 49 .

The documents actually at one time belonged to a Priit POLTSAMAA

Subject and UUDSKUELL joined RANIFISTE and PARTS going from place to 
place, sometimes alone and sometimes in a group.

F-nuJ ^VASK, a farmer residing in Varangu near a school house, was a friend * 
of all 7 of the- partisans. VASK had a daughter and two grandchildren 
who were deported to Tomsk in 1941* VASK had known RANNTSTE previously* 

The partisans decid £ed to do a good deed for VASK, fend subject, because 
he was a Russian speaker, consented to go to Siberia and bring back 
the daughter and grandchildren of VASK. 


Subject took with him 10.000 rubles, part which was given by VASK and 
the rest collected by th6 partisans. Subject travelled by train to 
Tallinn, and from there purchased a one way ±±zkn± plane ticket to 
Moscow, departing on 9 August 1947 at 0900 hours from the Tallin-Uelemis te 
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airport. The only stop in the course of the trip was in Leningrad. 

In the Lloscow-Kacannki railroad station subject purchased a ticket 
on the black market for 500 rubles (normal price 200 rubles) going 
to Novo-Sibirski . 

Jubject changed trains in Tatarski for Tomsk. 

From Tomsk subject took the steamer to Bodgornoe and from there via 
the river Pantsari travelled by steamer to Kolpashevo. In Kolpashevo 
subject not circa 20 Estonian families (mostly women and children). 

From Kolpashevo subject walked and hitchhiked (had rides in American 
made Studebaker trucks--in civilian u'>e) circa 100 km until he reached 
Pantschar. On several occasions throughout the trip subject was 
chocked by 1IKVD 'men for his documentation, still posing as POLTSAliAA 
he told them he was visiting his sister, and was left alone. 

Subject found VAbK's daughter working in one of the . several "kolkhozes 1 * 
in Pantschar and remained with her in the "kolkhoae" for the entire 
day. That evening he was ordered to the main office of the "kolkhoz 11 
and questioned on. why he came here and from where he came and also 
his documents were again checked. The investigator was a Soviet 
major v/ho happened to be at the "kolkhoz" to check on a delivery of 
corn. Subject continued to claim that he was visiting his sister. 

Subject slept in his "sister's’* apartment and the next morning he 
was ordered to go to Pantschar where he was interrogated on the same 
subjects of the previous day. When' he told them he had come to take 
his "sister" and her children back to Estonia, he was informed that he 
had to have a certificate issued by the Estonian militia which explained 
who was going to be responsible for the children when they were back 
in Estonia. When it was noticed that subject was listed as an actor, 
he was ridiculed and accused of being a Nazi who entertained Nazi 
troops. He returned again to his "sister *d f poorly furnished and 
unhoated one room apartment . His"si8ter" possessed an under nourished 
cow which gave only 2 liters of milk daily. She was employed in 
the "kolkhoz" as a cattle-woman. 







Subject had a passport for his "sister" but in spite of this she would 
not accompany him to Estonia. 

Subject returned to Kolpashevo where he remained for a week.

Subject explainod that there .is a restricied area in which deported 
people must remain and that periodically, some weekly and some monthly, 
these people must report to the RKVD. This group of deported people 
travelling with. subject were permitted to go a3 far as Bodgornoe’ because 
in that area, about a 2 days walk, ^ ther^ a control point. Between 
Kolpaschevo and Bodgornoe the group7on e a small ship and ueyond Bodgornoe 
they travelled via steamer on the Ob River. The Ob River is noted 
for fishing although fi:hing‘is prohibited for the civilian population. 

On the second day of the trip the ship ran 'into an underwater sandhill 
and was delayed for 6 hours*.- Because of this dela^ subject explains that 
the captain v/as permitted to bypass the con trol/?omake up the lost time. 
In Novo-Sibirsk, another control point, documentati on was again not 
checked.. After a two day delay in Hovo-Sibirsk because of the inability 
to get tickets, the group finally purchased through tickets to Tallinn. 

In the waitingroon of the Moscow railroad station was another control 
point. Two militia men were stationed at the door, one checked documents 
and the other stood guard. 

In order to get the group through the door without having a documents 
check, subject approached the guarding militia nan telling him subject 
was from the Education Ministerixun and that the militia man was to 
report there immediately . The militia man followed subject leaving the 
aoor unguarded and the travelling group took this moment to exit from 
the waiting room omitting the document check. The travelling group 
originally purchased tickets via Leningrad to Tallin, but sub j ect ‘ later 
exchanged these tickets for ones via Kiga to Tallin his explanation 
being documentation check were less apt to happen on the latter route. 
Subject claimed that so many beggars travel on the first route there is 
a constant check. 
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Prom Ric^ the group talked to Tamsalu/Estonia, At this point they split 1 
up, Family. KIRIX and Mrs, REIDAK went to Tallinn and the others travelled 
via Tuori to Viljcndi. Later subject heard that Linda LUIK was apprehended

Subject was informed that it is possible to buy passports in Viljandi, so '** iMnr **^ 
subject decided to buy a passport for ILVES, 

In Viljandi subject entered the office building (a white house formerly 
owned by an Estonian advocate located near a playferound) of the NKVD 
pretending ho was Ilnar ILVES. ’.Yhen subject entered the office of the NXV 
he vmo still carrying the* passport of POLDSAAR and also the Parabellum 
(pistol) both concealed in his pockets. He told them that he had been 
a partisan and after the rule of amnesty ho wanted to .localize himself and 
also needed’ a passport. Before lie was questioned re documents he xequeste 
a red haired strong built Russian rushed into the room and started firing 
questions at subject — what play subject was in, * where subject r s documents m.Tjria 
were, etc,' Subject showed then the documents he had in the name of yritt 
POLDSAAR.

Subject asked the guard for a cigarette and with the pretense of Btaallrara 
getting a match in his pocket he instead pulled out his pistol, told the 
guard to be quiet and open the .door, and through another door subject fled 
to the street.

New Documentation 

In the summer of 1948 subject set himself up in Vaegeva as a pass control 
officer. During darkness he ordered some peasants with n Stoi - passcontrolle '* 
to stop while he examined their documents. When he found a man who had 
a passport whose birthdaje was listed about the same as subjects, he took 
this passport and fled, ^ _ — T T .. 
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Subject used these documents until he 7/an apprehended in Tallinn July *1950. 

( Subject does not remember the name under which he lived from the Summer 
) 1940 until Summer 1950 nor does he remember the birth date and birth place 
I listed on these stolon documents. Subject worked as an agent of tho 
I government economic department. 

Subject again substituted his own picture for the one to whom the stolen, 
passport originally belonged. (As explained on page t>, this procedure 
will be explained in detail by KK TOPAZ).

Subject attempts to flee to Finland 

Subject, travelling mostly at night, went as far as Leningrad; from here 
travelling by trtin in the direction of Murmansk, he got off at a station , 
on the north shore of the Laadoga Lake. 1 After dressing in warm clothing 
and discarding his suitcase in some bushes he started to walk a distance 
of 500 kin. About 50 km before reaching the Finnish border he became very t a 
ill and decided to return to the nearest station (name of which subject : 
cannot remember), took a train to Leningrad and then back to Estonia. .1 

This took place at the end of September 1949. | 

In October 1949 PARTS became separated from the rest of the group. Circa 
December 1949 the NKVD attempted to break up the group of oartisans hiding 
in the bunker in Saunakuoia (sec page 7 , the reference to the group 
hiding in the ccllars u of farm houses). Subject again visited Rosa OLUP 

at tliis time. VAINOMAE's participation in this bunker group was discovered 
by the NKVD*

managed to' escape and until July 1950 went from one friend to the other 
for short periods of time. 


On 22 July 1950 Subject attended a singing festival in Tallin. At t ; »is 
festival he met an old friend PASTAK who attended with .subject Junkorschule 
in Bad Toolz and was also a member of the 20 SS Divioion. subject alleges 1 
that lie did not discuss with PASTAK his renewed plans to flee to Finland. ‘ 
PASTAK was never imprisoned for hi3 membership in the 20 SS Division. 

One day while subject was sitting on the ground, he was apprehended and 
pinned down by 4 militia men. He was taken to the militia stneion near 
festival square, soarched and relieved of his documents, pistol and some' ‘ 
gold coins. After Of hour of questioning he was taken to the HKVD investiga- 
tion's. prison (formerly the' Estonian Y/ar Department) located on Pagaris ^ 
Street in Tallinn. - « 


Additional information on KORE (previously mentioned on page 6) 

Navy Captain KOBE was by profession & numismatist. He was allegedly 
killed in prison in Viijandi at the end of 19^5 or beginning of 1946. 

In 1946 lure. XCRE .gave subject and ^ndel UUDHKITELL about 7 kg of silver 
coins, platin coins and rings. Subject and UUDEXUELL hid the coins in 
a bath house (subject later corrected this to hen house) .and each was 
authorized by the other to use the coins as they needed then. Subject 
claimed that UUDEXUELL drew from this source of income more often than 
subject did.

In the prison in Tallinn subject was again searched anu sent to a cell.

Subject was repeatedly told to. tell everything he knew. The papers

After 2 v/eeka subject was transferred to cell Ho. 3 along with 2 other 
Estonians, one imprisoned for distributing anti-Bovie.t leaflets and the 
other, p. younger man, imprisoned for his Membership in the underground 
organization known as ‘'Vaba Eesti" (?rce Estonia). Subject does not 
remember the names of these two prisoners. Subject remained in this 
cell for 3. days during which time he was again questioned on hi si activities 
of the last 4 years. 

Subject was then transferred to cell No;. 13 clso containing 2 Estonian 
prisoners (one of them a fnu PEDAK formerly in the German V/ chrmacht). 

In December subject was transferred to the prison in Tallinn on 
Patarei Street (formerly Estonian central pri son) ./Note on previous page j 
subject identified this building as the former Estonian V/ar Department/. 
Subject was again questioned about his "ast, where and how he lived 
since his escape from the 1 deckeri pri: imp (seo page 2). 

Subject said he received money from his father a story similar to the 
one he previously told about the coins vijiich were hidden in Tartu, * 

Lille Street and which previously belonged to Captain KORE. Subject 
explained that during most of his winter travels he spent most of the 
nights sleeping in railroad station waiting rooms and occasionally he 
would stay in hotels. He also told his interrogators how he bought and 
stole documents. -

The council of the city of Tallinn -Fire Department was an anti-Soviet 
organiza ti on . 

In one of the cells in the prison on Patarei Street in Tallinn the 
prisoners awaiting the death sentence v/ere interned. Subject was sent 
to this cell for which he says were psychological reasons. 

Subject decided to tell hi3 interrogators that he was not really an 
Estonian but of Germsu^o^i^in and proof "or' this was his transfer in 1941 
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from Estonia to Germany qg a Folk German. 

At firat^thc interrogators did not believe this ner/ r;.tory of subjects 
out after sending subject back to’ his coll for 2 to 3 hours and then 
later rein torro gating subject to clear his citizenship and nationality, 
he was acknowledged as German. 

In February 19pl subject! s file was assigned the 206 which meant that 
the investigation on- subject was closed. Subject’s ten year sentence 
was pronounced by a special .commission and he had to 3ign a paper which 
certified that ho had been told and accepted his sentence. 

There v/as no possibility for an appeal.

At the end of April 1951 subject was sent to Peresilka in Lasnamae-Tallinn 
and after one week he was transferred to Leningrad whore he was. interned 
in a 5-atory building located near a park.

An Estonian girl, b orn 19 2 3 i was employed before as an 
editor on the Soviet Estonian newspaper M Ohtu leht tf 
(Evening Post) . 


After two weeks here Subject was sent in a prison convoy via Volodka, 

Kirov, Molotov to Solikamsk. At the collection point in Kirov subject met 
one Lembit rPSNSA, an Estonianj b orn 1923 , they travelled together to 
the Kalcvnaja in Solikamsk, 

An Estonian doctor , a fni^KASK, was employed in the dispensary of Xalavnaja; 
he was the only doctor in the dispensary who refused to follow orders of 
the 1JKVD to send sick prisoners to work on extremely cold days. . Fnu KASK 
had formerly had a program on the Estonian radio during which time he : 

gave a five minute lecture on health. 

Irene REBANE was released and she and subject continued a correspondence. 
(Subject had a letter from REBANE in Russian). 

In Augus t-September . 195^- subject was sent to ralon where he remained until , 
October 1952. 

here he cut fire wood for a s.team engine of an electrical station and 
later ho was assigned to a railroad maintenance team building a new 
railroad bed to the forest,

Additional information on the transfer from Kargopol to Solikamsk: 

In Kargopol subject devised a .primitive type compass which he intended, to 
use during a planned escape* ' ‘./hen ho went to the foreot to perform nic 
daily work he took some oread, sugar and his compass. :'or some reason 
he wac searched and when the items were discovered he was apprehended 
and sent back to Solikamsk. Solikamsk end the other prison camps were 
known in Russian as "Vs* Sojusnoi Strafnak". 




In the meantime a fnu PENSA arrived in Lulgoe and was assigned as a first 
aid man in the dispensary. From July through January/ February 1954 subje 
was assigned to the dispensary as a handy nan* 

From October 1952 to July 1953 subject worked in a brigade of 5-6 men 
in the for03t cutting fire wood* 



iVbile subject was working in the dispensary he observed one doctor who 
charged the prisoners for treatments. The price for one day treatment 
was 3-3 rubles, a week v/as 25 rubles, a month 5 O- 6 O rubles, and if a 
prisoner needed hospital care the doctor requested lpO rubies before 
he would recommend the prisoner be sent to the hospital* 

The doctor frequently received parcels from home which were not checked 
by, the guards, since doctor’s packages rarely were checked, and these 
packages contained narcotics which the doctor sold for biackmarlce t prices

During the winter 1953/54 subject was transferred to Perevalka whore he 
stayed until August 1955-when the political prisoners were separated from 
the criminal prisoners. 

First subject was put to work on railroad construction and maintenance 
team 3 , later he was assigned to the forest cutting fire, wood# 

From November 1954 until May 1955 subject was confined to the hospital 
of the prison camp in Perevalka with yellow fever# 

In Perevalka subject had a German friend, one Ottc^KNISPEL, who at the 
present time is somewhere in V/est Germany, . 

August 1955 subject was transferred to Olp Kusmanski. 

Note: Prison camps in Kalavnaja, Palom, Dolgoe and Perevalka belong to 
Olp of Sirask; The administrative structure in the "Vse Sojusnoi Strafnak" 
is as follows: 

Komadirof ka (camp) - 600-700 prisoners ( Palom, Dolgoe, Perevalka)

Subject and ALJOCHIN worked in the sane brigade and slept in the same 
barracks. At the end of September ALJOCHIN revealed that he had been 
observing Subject for a period of time and he v/as collecting information 
on Subject. ALJOCHIN further explained the he is a member of a Russian 
underground movement with about 70,000 members called ."National Demokrat 
Titscskaja Partija Rossia" . ALJOCHIN felt that subject, as a former German 
officer., would be discharged from camp and in turn be able to tell the 
free world, especially German or American officials, about this organization

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EHP.IK IIXIH3 - PERSONAL HISTORY 


I won born 11 Sept 1919 in Tartu, Estonia where 
my father owned a piano factory. 

In Tartu I attended High School end also partlolpa tod 
In the Estonian Youth movement ’‘Moored Kotkr.d". (Note - an 
organisation sponsored by the Estonian National Guard {similar 
to Boy Scouts.) I also served in the National Guard ag the 
Recruit Training Platoon Lender of Tartu Kalevc. {Note - Tartu 
Mslevn: NO Regiment of Tartu.) 

.After Runslan forcon occupied Estonia I Joined a 
reslotenoe orgcnlzotlon led by Lt Col T'urvitn ( formor CO of the 
Estonian Cavalry Regiment). v.o attempted to form a nationwide 
resistance movomont. On 22 Aug 1940 I was arrestod by Soviet 
authorities end charged with resistance ootlvitias ea a "counter 
revolutionary". 

In the monntlno my parents had Immigrated to Germcny.' 
(Note - One stipulation of thn Gornon-Russion egreementa of 
1939 allov/ed ali those individuals claiming German ancestry in 
the occupied Baltio States to immigrate to Germany. Many people 
took advantage of this olouso to e.aoape Hussion terror.) My 
grent-grfindnother hod been q German. My parents v;er© able to 
obtain my release and In Apr 1941 I was handed over to Oerimn 
authorities. \ 

In 1941 I volunteered for the Oston Bataillon which \ 
wan made up of Estonians in Germany. rVe were dispatched to the 
Ukraine to combat Communist guerrillas. I was slightly woun- 
ded during this campaign. 

In February 1942 L'ntonicn cuthoritios demanded my 
return to Estonia and the Germans complied. For the next eight 
months I was employed by the Estonian Police (Note -"Poliitiline 
Polltsei") where I specialised in interrogating captured 
Communist agents. 

I resigned in, the latter part of 1942 when the Germans 
arrested a group of Estonian patriots, and volunteered for the 
Estonian Legion which was being trained nt Hebica, Polond. As 
a member of the Estonian Battalion "Narva" I participated in 
some of the bloodiest fighting in the Ukraine. I was selected 
to attend German Officers Candidate School at Bad Tdlz end 
graduated as a Sooond Ltn. I was assigned to the Estonian Di- 
vision on the Narva Front. I served in I Bat, 45 Inf Hegt in 
various capacities including Company Commander nnd Bat Adju- 
tant. I was wounded during the Battle of Auvere end sent to 
Tartu Hospital from v/hich I escaped when the Russians threatened 
the oity. I rejoined my unit v.'hich participated in the defense 
of Tortiu, In these battles our. battalion W33 almost completely 
annihilated. I was .cut off for 3 days nnd while attempting to 
roach friendly lines I vjns- knocked unconoioun by a bomb, and 
taken prisoner by thn Russian Army. 

I wo a taken to a PO‘,7 enmp near Russia’s oapitsl. Three 
months Inter I was sent to o special enmp in the Northern 
Urals. In Msroh 1945 I escaped, attempting to reach Estonia.

I annoyed to nuke ay way cs far book as Leningrad where I 
wa3 roospturcd. In 19^6 cany Boltio nationals were brought 
bock to their honolands and I :vns token to n camp at Kopll 
(by Tallinn)* b'ith the assistance of some civilians I wan 
able to esoape during Spring of 19^6. 

Prom 1946 on I fought os a member of a plntoon size 
Estonian guerrilla unit* hen our group leader was killed I 
took over command. V.® oonductod ±s numerous raids end era- 
bushes against Euesinn forces p.s well os carrying out sabo- 
tage and torror oot3. By 1950 I was the only member of tho 
unit to remain ot large (the rest were either killed, were 
sent to Siberia or disappeared during nissions) and while 
nourishing eaaapo plans to Finland I wn9 apprehended' by the 
soaurity foroea, probably through betrayal or recognition. 

I spent 1 year in Potsrol ong Pugari Street prisons 
in Tallinn whero X was under conotant interrogation. I 
stubbornly claimed Gorman citizenship (which I hove navor had), 
and my death sentence was changed to 25 years ot hard labor. 

I was in numerous onraps in Puss is until Nov 1956 when I was 
released to V:'est Germany os a German PO'.V. Upon reaching Y'est 
Corraan soil I admitted my Estonian citizenship and requested 
permission to remain in V.'est Germany wioh was granted. . 

Since 1957 I have been living In Canada where I now 
reside in Toronto.
